But the Congressmen Seem to Have 
Gone Scattering, 


AND SIX OR EIGHT ARE POPULISTS 


Changes In the General Slate—The Illinois 
Delegation Solidly Republican—An 
Extra Democratin Pennsylvania. 


New York, November 9.—Official figures 
from several of the doubtful districts and 
the unexpected reports froin Texas compel 
a recasting of the congressional table to- 
day. In the eighth Pennsylvania district 
Hart, democrat, is elected over Kirkpat- 
rick, republican, giving the democrats two 
representatives from the Keystone State. 
Illinois reports a solid republican delegation 
of twenty-two members, Downing, demo- 
erat, in the sixteenth district, the single 
reppesentative of the democracy fron chat 
state claimed yesterday, having disappeared 
under the later returns. 

Rerpcrts this morning are to the effect 
that the tenth and fourth Tennessee dis- 
tricts, heretofore credited to the democrats, 
are in doubt and thaS“the official figures 
will be necessary to settle the contests. 

Bat Two from Texas. — 

According to advices received this morn- 
ing the democrats are certain of but two 
congressmen from Texas—Hutcheson, of 
the first district. and Bailey, of the fifth. 
The republicans have one—Noonan, of the 
twelfth; the populists four—McWilliam, of 
the sixth; Jenkins, of the eighth; Weldon, 
of the eleventh, and Gilliland, of the thir- 
teenth. The other districts are in doubt, 
with indications favoring the election of the 
pcpulist candidates. This result would 
mean the retirement of Judge D. B. Culber- 
son, of the fourth district, after twenty 
years’ continuous service, and of ex-Gov- 
irnor Sayres, at present chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, who has been 
in congress ten yeers. 

How the House Will Stand. 

Upon the basis of these returns, the house 
of representatives in the fifty-fourth con- 
gress will consist of 245 republicans, ninety- 
one democrats and twenty populists. 

New Mexico has apparently joined the 
republican procession and elected Thomas 
Bh. Catron as delegate to congress, making 
the territorial delegation in.the next house 
solidly republican. 

The Latest from Texas. 

The latest returns indicate the election 
of Jerome Cy Mearby in the sicth district 
ever Joe Abbott..In the twelfth district 
Noonan, republican, is elected over Hous- 
ton, democrat, by more than 5,000 majority. 
Iq the thirteenth Gilliland, populist, ‘has 
apparently defeated Cockrell, democras, 
with several populists MxetEnolcs to hear 
from. 

The populists have made heavy gains in 
legislators, but the legislature will be over- 
whelmingly denfwtratic and will 
democratic senator next year. Culberson, 
democrat for governor, will have about 
forty thousand plurality over Nugent, popu- 
list. The republican candidate for governor 
will poll about seventy ..0usand votes.

Indianapohs, Ind., November 9.—Very lit- 
tle importance is attached to the state- 
ment by Congressman Bynum to the effect 
that he could have been elected had be 
been willing to accept bribes for offices 
which would be filled on his recommenda- 
tien. Outs*de of the postoffices in this city 
and Anderson there were no valuable posi- 
tions in the federal service at his disposal, 
for Senators Voorhées and Turpie had as 
much to do with the larger federal places 
as did Bynum—the marshalship, collector- 
ship, pension agency and other good places 
being filled ret by the congressman but 
upon the recommendation of the senators. 
Bynum’'s statement that he was offered 
$5,000 if he wouid recommend a certain man 
for a position ts not credited by democrats. 
He is very sore over his defeat and is at- 
tributing it to disappointed place hunters, 
when in fact that cless had less to do with 
it than any other. 

Harrison on the Election. 

Indianapolis, Ind., November 9.—Genera]l 
Harrison has thus expressed himself re- 
garding the election: 

“It is the most extraordinary political rev- 
olution the country has ever witnessed. 
Wherever there was a free ballot the vote 
of confidence given in 1892 to the democratic 
party (if one wag given) has been recalled, 
and a vote of final repudiation substituted. 
The incoherence of the democratic party 
was revealed the moment power was given 
to it to deai with national affairs. The in- 
sincerity of its platform makers was ex- 
pressed when ‘Be it enacted’ took the place 
of ‘Be it resolved.’ 

“For thirty years party expediency has 
been substituted by its leaders for party 
principles, and-expediency had as many 
faces as there were congressional districts. 
Every eccentric cross-current of popular 
prejudice was followed as if it were the 
gulf stream. No position was too wild or 
violent for a democrat mount. Classes 
were created and inflamed to outbreak and 
disorder. In one state a debauched curren- 
cy, and another a socialism that was near 
to anarchy were given a bed. Property, es- 
pecially mills and factories, was invested 
and assaulted in one gection, and in another 
trusts were secretly coddled. 

“The old democratic doctrine favored the 
levying of custom duties to the limit of an 
adequate revenue was abandoned. A defi- 
clency to be made good by bond issues or 
‘by internal texes. was referred to the in- 
cider.tal protection that adequate customs 
duties would.give. The silver question was 
dealt with in the most vacillating and irre- 
sponsible manner.

The lesson is ‘trust 
the people.’ The duty, exercise the offices 
they have confided to us with the highest 
fidelity and patriotism. Atout Indiana? 
Well, language fails me. I1 am proud of 
her.”’

Sutro, the Populist, Elected by 18,000 
Majority. 

San Francisco, Cal., November 9.—Com- 
plete returns from all precincts of San 
Francisco give Adolph Sutro, populist can- 
didate for mayor, a plurality of 18,000 in a 
total vote of 60,900. Opposed to him were 
five other candidates and he has polled a 
clear majority of 2,000 over his opponents. 
Sutro was elected on a platform opposing 
the Southern Pacific railroad and the fund- 
ing bill. He projected the famous Sutro 
tunnel! in Nevada and has just completed 
the largest public baths in the world. Sutro 
is the most extensive property holder in 
San Francisco, owning one-tenth of all the 
real estate in the city and county. 

Complete returns from seventy-six in a 
total of one hundred and sixty-one precincts 
in the state of Nevada give Cleveland, re- 
publican, for governor, 2,525; Jones, silver, 
3,448; ‘Winter, democrat, 330; Peckham, popu- 
list, 552.

And Can Be Defended from Every 
Point of View. 


BEN TILLMAN WILL BE SENATOR 


And tbe Constitutional Convention Will 
Be Held—He Characterizes Dr. Pope as 
a Fit Subject for a Lunatic Asylum. 
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Augusta,. Ga., November 9.—(Special.)— 
Governor-elect John Gary Evans, of South 
Carolina, spent today in Augusta. He re- 
turned to his home in Aiken this afternoon, 
having been called back by the boys, who 
wanted him to be present at a big biow- 
out and jollification given there tonight in 
honor of his election. | 

Governor Evans was seen by your corre- 
spondent and asked for his opinion of the 
result of the recent election in the Pal- 
metto State, which makc; him Governor 
Ben Tillman’s successor. He was, of course, 
highly pleased with the outcome, for it 
makes him all solid for the next two years 
as chief executive. In answer to a question, 
the governor said it was a square and fair 
election, and all talk of fraud is nothing 
more than the whining of a defeated polit- 
ical trickster who attempted to use the 
negro on them at the every last minute. 
The game.of the opposition, he says, was 
soon caught on to by the state chairman 
of the executive committee. By catching 
on to the sneak game, he says, the objecte 
ors to the rule of democracy were duly pun- 
ished by overwhelming defeat. 

Not Ready for Independentism. 

The governor said the people of Carolina 
were not ready for independentism or re- 
publicanism, although the city of Columbia 
and the county of Richland, for the first 
time since 1876, have given a majority 
against democracy by supporting a repub-» 
lican for congress, and an independent, 
meaning Dr, Pope, for governor. 

Governor Evans will be inaugurated as 
Governor Tillman's successor the first week 
in December. He says that during the 
same week the state legislature will elect 
Governor Tillman United States-senator to 
succeed Senator M. C. Butler. 

I asked Governor Evans what he had to 
say in reply to what Dr. Pope had said yes- 
terday in Columbia. He asked what. Pope 
had said. I showed him the following tele- 
graphic report of what Pope had said: 

“Tillman will never be seated in the Uni- 
ted States senate because of the frauds 
practiced in this election, and J. L. M. | 
“Irby will be shown up in such a light as to 
be expelled from the senata by his associ- 
ates. If I am elected governor I will not. | 
sign his commission, and if John Gary 
Evans is elected and does sign the sama 
he will be unseated after the investigation.” 

Fit for the Lunatic Asylum. 

‘““‘Why,” said Governor Evans, after read- 
ing the report, ‘‘Pope is a fit subject for a 
lunatic asylum. That is where he belongs, 
and if he keeps on we will have to sue out 
a writ of lunacy and send him there.” 

Hurrying off to catch his train, the gov. 
ernor said: “Tillman will be elected and

THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 
Is Called by a Small Majority in South 


Carolina. 

Columbia, S, C., November 9.—(Special.)— 
With two entire counties and twelve scat- 
tering precincts besides to hear from, the 
vote on calling the constitutional conven- 
tion stands: Yes, 27,497 no, 25,680—majority 
for convention, 1,817. Further returns will 
not materially affect this résult. 

For governor, Evans received 34,781 votes; 
Pope, 17,957—Evans’s majority, 17,957. The 
total vote of the state is 56,605. 

The opponents of the convention continue 
to charge fraud, and the closeness of the 
vote is sure to cause an acrimonious con- 
test. *

ASKING FOR MORE BONDS. 


Wall Street Working on Carlisle for 
a New Bond Issue. 
~Washington, November 9.—Treasury of- 
ficials have been aware for some days of 
an agitation in New York financial circles 
in favor of a new bond issue. It has not 
escaped their notice that the financial pa- 
pers that voice Wall street sentiment daily 
eall attention to the treasury gold reserve 
and suggest that it should be built up to 
strengthen public confidence in. the treas- 
ury’s condition. Letters, too, have been. sent 
‘to Secretary Carlisle by financiers, all hav- 
{mg the same end in view. The surplus 
money in the New York banks is very 
great and’ treasury officials here who 
Watch the course of money matters do not 
hesitate to express the opinion that the 
Solicitude expressed by Wall street mag- 


mates for the treasury is not entirely un-— 


selfish, but that a new bond issue is de- 
Sired by Wall street simply as a- means 
of providing an investment for their sur- 
blus and accumulating funds. Intimations 


of gold exports to force the treasury to 


issue bonds have reached here through 
brokers and others who keep in close touch 
with New York financiers. That they can 
do this by presenting United States notes 
for gold, and'thus reducing the gold re- 
Serve, is only too true, as proved by past 
transactions of the kind. The opinion, how- 
ever, is expressed in treasury circles that 
Secretary Carlisle will permit the gold re- 
serve to reach a much lower point than it 
now. has, $61,000,000, before he will feel 
justified in the present good condition of 
the .treasury, in making another issue of 
United States bonds. 
An Issue Shortly. 

It was stated on Wall street today that 
there will be an issue of $50,000,000 or $100,- 
000,000. of 5 per eent government bonds be- 
fore congress again assembles. When the 
last issue of $50,000,000 was made, and the 
public declined to take the bonds, a syndi- 
cate of bankers, headed by John A. Stevens, 
president of the United States Trust Com- 
pany, and Edward King, president of the 
Union Trust Company. made the sale. A 
‘ested in thas 
movement makes the following statement: 

“There will be an issue of bonds shorily. 
The president and secretary of the treasury 
have determined that the gold reserve shall 
not be further impaired. They have been 
advised that an export movement of gold 
will begin in a few weeks, and they, ac- 
cordingly, have determined to take prompt 
measures.”’ 

When asked whether a syndicate would 
be formed which would be guaranteed a 
commission to float the bonds, he replied: 

“IT do not know. That lies in the discre- 
tion of the authorities in Washingtor.. This 
much is certain—the 5 per cent bonds will 
be issued, probably upon the 3 per cent ba- 
sis, as before; they will be offered to the 
public, but the same gentlemen who made 
the last issue a success have assured the 
president that they will carry through the 
forthcoming issue.’’ 

The banker added that if $50,000,000 of 
bonds was insufficient that $50,000,000 more 
would be issued. 


OLNEY 


MAY RESIGN. 
ihe Responsibfilities of the Position 
Wearing Him Out. 


Washington, November 9.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney, in conversation with friends 
during the past few months, has expressed 
himself as anxious to return to private life, 
stating that the drudgery and responsibili- 
ties of the position are wearing him out. 
His private law practice, it is said, is even 
now worth from $30,000 to $40,000 a year, and 
wculd be largely increased if he were free 
from official trammels. 

It is also asserted that Mr. Olney, when 
he accepted the office of attorney general, 
‘vhich he did with reluctance, made a con- 
dition that he might resign before the ex- 
piration of his term if he found the duties 
distasteful. That time, it is said, is near at 
hand. Mr. Olney’s relations with the presi- 
dent are of the closest character, and his 
intimate friends believe that he has re- 
mained in the cabinet thus far at the presi- 
dent’s solicitation. 

In the event of Attorney General Olney 
tendering his resignation, the possibility is 
suggested that William L. Wilson might be 
tendered a seat in the cabinet. This, how- 
ever, is a matter upon which no intima- 
tion has been had directly or indirectly 
from the president. 


THE REPUBLICAN CONTESTANTS. 


They Judge Their Party by Their Own 
Consciences. 

Washington, November 9.—(Special.)—If 
the defeated republican candidates in the 
south carry out their expressed intentions 
there will he at least fifty contestants in 
These beaten republicans 
assume that their party is as unscrupulous 
They take it for granted that 
as the republicans will have a majority of 
the next house, led and directed by Tom 
Reed, all republican claimants will be 
seated. This wholesale purpose of the de- 
feated republicans in the sottth is an illumi- 
nated iilustration of their estimate of their 
own party. They count upon Reed and his 
republican associates to seat them, regard- 
less of the votes cast or their legitimate 
right to the seats in the contest. These 
southern republicans who have been defeat- 
ed base their hopes of being seated upon 
the action of the fifty@first house, when, at 
the dictation of Reed, democrats honestly 
elected were deprived of their seats. Even 
such a humiliating spectacle of human de- 
pravity as J. Hampton Hoge, of Virginia, 
expects the Reed house to seat him in the 
face of an adverse democratic majority. It 
is very likely that the republicans. will seat 
populists in many districts so as to give a 
show cf fairness.

The New Czar Leaves Ita Sebasto- 
pol and Goes to the Capital. 


ANOTHER TRAIN IN THE PROCESSION 


A Bishop Who Refuses to Have Mass 
Said ior the Dead Czar’s Soul—Ser- 
vices in Wasbingion. 


Moscow, November 9.—A second funeral 
train accompanied the one bearing the body 
of the czar as far as this city. Emperor 
Nicholas II accompanied the body only as 
far as Sebastopol, where he boarded the 
Russian cruiser Oriel, en route for St 
Petersburg. 

The Funeral Mast Be Held Soon. 


St. Petersburg, November 9.—It is an- 
mounced this evening that the body will 
leave Moscow on the 12th and will lie in 
eState in St. Petersburg only three days. 
This is unprecedented, but it is stated that 
the funeral must be held soon, owing to 
the delay in embalming. Seventy foreign 
princes have given notice of their inten- 
tion to attend the funeral. The space is 
so limited that the embassy staffs probably 
will be unable ‘to enter the cathedral. 

Nicholas II intends to occupy the Em- 
press Catharine’s apartments in the Winter 
palace. The rooms have not been used 
since her death. 


General Gourko’s Petition. 


London, November 9.—The Daily News 
correspondent in Vienna confirms the re- 
port that General Gourko, military gov- 
ernor of Warsaw, has received a petition 
for the release of the Kilinski convicts. 

The correspondent adds that more Catho- 
lic priests in Russian Poland have been 
arrested or suspended for refusing to swear 
allegiance to the czar. Among them, he 
Says, are the bishops of Lublin and Sando- 
mirto, The Princess Alix, of Hesse, is said 
to have interceded for some of the priests 
released yesterday. 

The Daily News correspondent in Paris 
says: “‘While services were in progress in 
Protestant and Jewish places of worship 
the Catholic churches stood aloof from the 
universal mourning. Cardinal Richards’s 
silent disregard of the popular wish for a 
requiem mass in the cathedral of Notre 
Dame prompted accusations of a lack of 
patriotism. The Catholics then threatened 
to ask the government to convert the Arc 
de Triomphe into a chapel and to invite the 
Russian popes to say mass at an impromp- 
tu altar beneath it. 

‘Cardinal Richards has now announced 
a service to be held at the cathedral of 
Notre Dame on the lith. He himself will 
officiate and will offer prayers for lussia 
end France, but not for the czar. Al- 
though the public thinks the cardinal has 
yielded, the exception shows that realiy 
he has not.’’ 

Tonight Cardiral Richards ordered pray- 
ers throughout the diocese. 

A Warsaw dispatch says that General 
Gourko has commanded explicitly that the 
oath of allegiance must be taken in the 
Russian language. 


Diagnesis of the Czar’s Case. 


St. Petersberg, November 9.—The diag- 
nosis of the case of the late czar by the 
five doctors attending him, Drs. Leyden, 
Zacharin, Hirsh, Popoff and Wedjeminoff, 
was officially published here this morning. 
It tallies throughout with the various inter- 
views with Professor Leyden and adds that 
an autopsy by five Russian anatomists 
shows that his majesty’s 
to paralysis of the heart, consequent upon 
degenerate muscles; hyopotrophy of the 
heart and granular atrophy of the kidneys. 

Requiem Mass in Washington. 

Washington, November 9.—With dignity 
and impressiveness befitting the occasion, 
and in the presence of an audience limited 
in numbers, but distinguished in character, 
the solemn requiem mass for the repose of 
the soul of the late Emperor Alexander III, 
was celebratea at the Russian legation to- 
day. The celebrant of the mass was Bishop 
Nicolas, of San Francisco. He had three 
assistants, who accompanied him here from 
the west. The services were conducted in 
the drawing room of the legation, which 
Was appropriately arranged for the occas- 
ion, 

President Cleveland occupied a prominent 
seat directly to the left of Bishop Nicolas. 
The members of the cabinet present were: 
Secretaries Gresham, Carlisle and Lamont 
and Attorney General Olney. Postmaster 
Gencral Bissell was unable to be present on 
account of sickness and Secretary Smith 
absented himself because of self-imposed 
quarantine. The members of the diplo- 
matic corps were also present. 


FLEEING FOR THEIR LIVES. 


Chinese Soldiers Utterly Demeralized 
Over the Advance of the Japs. 

London, November $.—A special to the 
Central News from Chee-Foo, dated Novem- 
ber 6th, reports hundreds of Chinese arriv- 
ing there from Manchuria, whence they are 
fleeing, frightened at the approach of the 
Japanese. The Chinese troops and such 
vessels of the Chinese fleet as are cooped up 
at Port Arthur have been ordered to attack 
the Japanese wherever they meet them. 

It ig reported that Port Arthur is still in- 
vested by the Japanese and that two of the 
forts there have been capiured by them. 
The Chinese soldiers are deserting from 
New Chwang, fearing an attack by the Jap- 
anese. 

Retrented to the Mountains. 

Shanghai, November 9.—The Chinese army 
of the north has retreated to the mountains, 
where the soldiers are reported to be starv- 
ing and suffering severely from cok? and ex- 
posure. The Japanese army is reported to 
be encamped at Feng Whang Cheng: The 
Japanese are pursuing about 15,000 Chinese, 
mostly raw recruits. 

Port. Arthur is expected to make a deter- 
mined stand against the Japs. Admiral] Sir 
E. R. Freemantle, in command of the Brit- 
ish fleet, considers that Port Arthur will 
probably be the scene of the last engazge- 
ment between the Chinese and Japanese. 


ROSEBERY’S SPEECH 


At the Lord Mayor’s Banquet—Alia- 
sion to Russia. 

London, November §.—The most notable 
feature of the lord mayor’s banquet at the 
Guildhall this evening was the prime min- 
ister’s speech on the political situation at 
home and abroad. 

The British government had given strong 
and tangfble -proof. of its friendship for 
Japan by concluding the reeent. comprehen- 
sive treaty with her, Lord Rosebery said. 
It had also shown its benevolent neutrality 
by attempting to promote peace between 
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cordial, the difficulty as to spheres of i!- 


fluence in Asia having been terminated. 
if all the European countries concerned 
could only proceed cordially and without 
suspicion in Asiatic affairs a great step 
would be taken to secure the peace of the 
world. 

But recently the civilized world had be- 
wailed the assassination of the president of 
a country with which England ought to 
stand shoulder to shoulder in generous com- 
mercial rivalry. Now she had to regret 
the death of a great emperor, the master 
of peace. The young head on which had 
fallen the terrible responsibility of the 
Russian crown might prove not unequal to 
the task. 

After paying high compliments to the 
wisdom and moderation of Alexander III, 
Lord Rosebery spoke of his services in 
preserving the peace of Europe. Few per- 
sons realized he said, the difficulty of 
keeping # good understanding among the 
nations. There was also danger in the 
mighty engine of the press, which often 
spoke under the influence of fierce com- 
petition and without weighing the effects 
of its announcements. He must ask the 
press to edit its news carefuily before 
publishing it. 

The foreign policy of England was strict- 
ly conservative and had nothing to do with 
party. The government wished things to 
remain as they were. It coveted nothing 
abroad. 


LEFT A BLOODY TRAIL. 


Cook’s Gang Plunder the Town of 
Lenapah, I. T. 

Coffeyville, Kan., November 3—Two of the 
Cook gang plundered the town of Lenapah, 
I. T., and jeft a bloody trail behind them 
this afternoon. They entered the town in 
the character of bold bandits, without any 
attempt at concealment, and terrorized the 
citizens until they had carried out their 
plans of robbery. E. E. Melton, a brave 
young man, who attempted to stop them 
with his gun when they were riding away, 
was shot and instantly killed. 

Another man, whose name cannot be 
learned tonight, is reported to have been 
seriously wounded. Both of the victims 
were with a small force of citizens who 
hastily armed themselves and attempted 
to prevent the escape of the bandits. The 
robbers were mounted on fast horses and 
were heavily armed. Some of the citizens 
claim to_have recognized them as Cherokee 
Bill and Jim French, well known lieuten- 
ants of Bill Cook, the leader of the gang. 
The robbers held up the proprietors of two 
stores and looted both places. 

They also robbed the postoffice. John 
Shufelt, the proprietor of one store, was 
relieved of $100 in money and a gold watch. 
These articles were taken from his person. 
Mr. Shufelt proclaimed his loss to the 
town before the robbers had finished their 
work and the band of citizens were almost 
between them and their horses when the 
robbers went to mount. An _ effort was 
made to stop them, but they were on 
horseback. with drawn pistols and were 
flying before their would-be captors could 
make a concentrated movement. Melton 
was more rash than the others and met 
death in consequence. 

The news, as it reached this city, does 
not state in what manner or how seriously 
the second victim was injured. 

A report says the bandits are headed for 
Coffeyville, which is only fifteen miles 
from Lenapah. This place is the scene of 
many tragic robberies and the police de- 
partment with volunteers are prepared to 
meet them in the same way they met the 
Daltons two years ago when almost the 
entire band was wiped out. 


A SAFE BLOWN OPEN. 
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Robbers Use Dy namite on a Bank Safe 
and Secure Money and Papers. 
Elyria, O., November 9.—The national 
bank at Oberlon was robbed last night. 
This morning it was found that the front 
door had been forced and the safe blown 
open with dynamite. Valuable papers were 
scattered about the room. The robbers 
secured $200 in silver and a quantity. of 
valuable papers. They broke open the 
vault with dynamite, but did not have 
time to open the inner safe containing 
most of the bank’s money. The robbers 
stole two horses and buggies and filed. 
One rig was found in this place tied to a 
post early this morning. It is thought the 
robbers took Lake Shore train No. §& for 

the west at this place. 
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The Grand Jury Won’t Indict. 


Jackson, Miss., November 9.—(Special.)— 
The federal grand jury, by a vote of more 
than 2 to 1, refused to indict the governor, 
treasurer and auditor in the matter of the 
printing of the Mississippi state warrants. 
It was alleged by Chief Hazen, supported 
by Secretary Carlisle and Attorney General 
Olney, that they violated the law, “‘being 
in likeness and similitude of United States 
currency and national bank notes.” The 
state officers, it will be remembered, were 
arraigned several months ago on affidavits 
sworn out by W. J. Burns, of the United 
States secret service bureau, of which Ha. 
zen is chief.

Naturally there is a great deal of gossip 
going around and a great deal of specula- 
tion concerning the possibilities, but the 
theories are about as diverse as the men 
who talk them. 

The School Commissionersiip. 

Some of the talkers believe that the 
schoo] commissionship is to be the pivotal 
point around which all the others will be 
built, while others are equally certain it 
will be the head of the penitentiary. 

“It will be the school commissioner,” said 
@ state officer who was talking yesterday 
morning. “Who will it be? Oh, I can’t 
tell. I’m very much at sea—in fact, I do 
not believe, to tell you the truth, that 
the man has yet been named. I think the 
governor is still open to suggestions, though 
I don’t much think he wants individual 
applications.”’ 

“It seems to me,” said a prominent mid- 
dle Georgia politician, who was talking 
with him, “that Governor Atkinson would 
be wise in retaining Commissioner Brad- 
well. Of course I understand that in nope 
of these cases+is anybody turned out, for 
the expiration of the term really brings 
@ vacancy in the office; but Captain Brad- 
well has certainly proved an excellent of- 
ficer, and I think it would be very difficult 
to find anywhere in Georgia a man who 
can successfully fill his shoes. He has 
brought the public school system of the 
State into closer touch with the people 
than it has ever been heretofore and has 
instituted methods for the upbuilding of 
the system, which in my opinion ought to 
be carried out by himself. Of course, it 
is Governor Atkinson’s business and really 
nobody else’s, because everybody believes 
that he will put good men in the offices, 
whoever they may be; out he couldn’t 
make a stronger appointment than to select 
Captain Bradwell to succeed himself.’ 

This opened up the question of qualifica- 
tions and requirements. 

“You all think it needs a school teacher,”’ 
Said the first speaker, ‘“‘but 1 don’t altogeth- 
er agree with you. In my opinion the 
chief requisite is executive ability. I be- 
lieve a good lawyer who has executive 
ability would make just as good a commis- 
sioner as any teacher, perhaps better.” 

Some of the others agreed and some 
didn’t. If, however, the governor should 
want any more suggestions he will have 
no difficulty in getting them.

Town Shaken. 
Huntington, Ind., November 9.—A fright- 


ful. explosion occurred here at. 0:20 o’clock , 
‘this morning and resulted in the death of 


three men and the injury of many more. 
The dead are John Hartman, Norton Kee- 
fer and John Flynn, all married. 

The explosion occurred at the Plint creek 
sewer, which crosses the entire city from 
northeast to southwest. The contractors 
are Henry Keefer, of this city, and Henry 
S.. Hallwood, of Columbus, O. The em- 
ployes were just going to work. Probably 
100 men were in and around the ditch on 
First street. Some of them had built a 
fire on the bank and were thawing out a 
fifty-pound box of dynamite. There was 
a thunderous crash and the entire city was 
shaken. 

Keefer, Hartman and Flynn were néarest 
the fire. Hartman was literally torn to 
pieces. His body was lifted in the air 300 
feet and fell on Market street sidewalk, a 
Square away. His legs were blown off 
near the hips, both arms torn off, his 
head half torn away and the body com- 
pletely disemboweled. One of MHartman’s 
feet was shot through the weatherboarding 
of Frank Windle’s residence. Keefer was 
not killed outright. His body dropped into 
the sewer. After he was taken out he 
recovered consciousness for a moment, but 
died on the way home in the ambulance. 
His death was caused by the shock, no 
bones being broken. Flynn’s legs were 


both broken, his arms broken in several, 


Places and his head crushed. He lived 
several hours. 

Every house within two squares was 
damaged. The residence of Marion Wilbur 
was totally destroyed. The building was 
blown to pieces. Mrs. Wilbur was in bed 
and was thrown out upon the floor, but 
escaped without injury.

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ELECTIONS RESTRICTED TRADE, 
But Scttlement of Political Questions 

Increases Confidence. . 
New York,- November 9.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: ce F 
‘Interest in the elections this week nat- 
urally tended to restrict the volume of 


trade, particularly south, where it inter- 
fered with mercantile collections. But 


seasonable weather west and northwest, 
together with the emphasis with which 
political questions have apparently been 
settled, have increased the confidence of 
many merchants and manufacturers in a 
prospect for an increased rate of improve- 
ment in general trade in the near future. 

“Philadelphia and Pittsburg markets con- 
tinue ag last reported, movements of mer- 
chandise being moderate in volume; col- 
lections mot satisfactory, but prospects 
fairly bright. Demand for lumber and 
leather forms an exception,“ being more 
active. Baltimore reports a less satisfactory 
trade, political excitement there having 
interrupted business more than at large 
eastern cities. The -distribution of shoes 
appears as active as that of any other 
staple, business in other lines, except holi- 
day goods, being quiet. 

“Charleston lumbermen_ report a fair 
business, but in other lines there is no 
change. Similar conditions prevail at Mem- 
phis, but at Nashville there is more activ- 
ity {n general lines, notably in receipts of 
California canned goods. The only material 
effect of the election excitement on business 
is delayed collections. There is a seasonable 
activity in general lines at Atlanta. At 
Chattanooga and Birmingham, rather more 
activity is observed in business circies, 
while collections were, fairly satisfactory. 
Wholesale and retail houses at Jacksonville 
report trade fairly satisfactory for the sea- 
son, but at Savannah there is no special 
change, except that collections are satis- 
factory. Augusta’s report is similar, ex- 
cept as to collections, which are slow. At 
New Orleans rather more of a check to 
business is noted, due to interest in the 
elections, but increased activity is expected 
soon. At Galveston trade is dull in all 
lines.” 

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of trade 
says: 

“Business has been waiting the greater 
part of the past week, and the elections 
are expected to give it a sharp stimulus. 
Whether men are right or wrong in ex- 
pecting better things, the fact that they 
expect tnem does tend to make things 
better. Thus a larger volume of trade might 
be anticipated, although no political events 
can alter the size of the corn crop, nor 
make the demand for wheat or cotton 
closer to the supply. Neither can the elec- 
tion returns. alter the tariff, and if any in- 
dustry is affected by it, favorably or unfa- 
vorably, the situation is exactly the same 
as it was before the people voted, at least 
for some time to come. but it is fair to in- 
fer that further modifications of the tariff 
are rendered less probable by the elections 
of Tuesday. 

“In the speculative markets there has 
been scarcely any movement, and nothing 
favorable to holders. 

“The treasury reports a gain of about 
half a niillion in its gold reserve for the 
week, but the customs and internal re- 
ceipts are very iow, and for the month of 
November thus far the expenditures have 
exceeded the receipts about 50 per cent. 
Foreign imports at New York for two weeks 
have shown a gain of only 2.2 per cent, 
while in the exports of domestic products 
from New York there appears a loss of 
$4,700,000 for the same weeks, or 2 Tper 
cent. 

“The output of pig iron was larger by 
7,730 tons November ist (when it was 158,- 
866 tons weekly), than it was October Ist, 
and larger than a year ago, but it is still 
about 18 per cent below the output last 
May, before the great depression began, It 
is noted that nearly all the furnaces in the

region depend@éng on Connellsville coke and 
lake ore are now in operation, with an 
output of 89,000 tons weekly out of a maxi- 
mum in that region of 94,000 tons, but 
bessemer iron is rather weaker at Pitts- 
burg and prices for finished products of 
iron and steel have not improved. Some 
of the wire.rod mills have closed for lack 
of orders and a few of the large steel 
making concerns have reduced hours of 
work. At the same time there is a decided 
improvement in the tone of the market and 
a general confidence that the business wil) 
now improve.

Print cloths are lower, having declined 
to 2.62 cents, and some of the cotton mills 
have discontinued production because the 
demand is unsatisfaetory, the shrinkage 
in the western and southern demand being 
generally attributed to the low prices of 
wheat and cotton, and to the short crop 
of corn. Scarcely anything is doing in wool- 
en goods for spring delivery and the de- 
mand for fall and winter goods has nearly 
disappeared. In general it is believed that 
the spring orders thus far are not more 
than half the usual quantity. 

“Reports of failures are, on the whole, 
encouraging in comparison with last year. 
and yet the volume of liabilities is Yarger 
for the season than in any year of ordinary 
prosperity. The aggregate in five weeks 
ending November Ist, has been $10,772,943, 
of which $4,386,586 were of manufacturing 
and $6.303,862 of trading concerns. The fail- 
ures during the past week have been 26] 
in the United States against 358 last year, 
and 42 in Canada, against 37 last year. 
There have been a few failures of conse- 
quence during the week, but none of ex- 
tensive influence.”’

The School Year. 


Moultrie, Colquitt County, Ga., November 
8.—Editor Constitution: Now, that the ex- 
citement of elections, both state and na- 
tional, has passed, it may not be inoppor- 
tune to call the attention of our lawmakers 
to the deplorable condition in which our 
public schools have been left by the change 
of the school year, made in the act of 1893. 
As is generally known, the number of days’ 
tuition to which each pupil in a.county is 
entitled is limited, and in this county it is 
100 days during the scholastic year. Most 
of the schools’ opened in January or Feb» 
ruary, and by the middle of July nearly 
every public school in the county had been 
taught out. Now, under the construction 
of the law promulgated by the attorney 
general, there can be no use of the school 
funds for 1895 before the list of July next. 
The result in this county, and it is probably 
the same in many others, is that the pub- 
lic schools are closed for a year. Only a 
few of the more favored localities, outside 
of the cities, can afford to support a school 
by private means alone, and so many chil- 
dren are kept out of school for twelve 
months. Can the friends of education af- 
ford to allow such a drawback to educa- 
tional progress? It is well known to every 
one having experience that the only suc- 
cessful teaching is continuous teaching, 
and to keep children out of school for a 
year practically throws them back two 
years, for it will take nearly one year to 
get them back where they were before. 
This is only one bad effect, another being 
that the parents become discouraged an¢ 
indifferent, and still another being that the 
teaching profession becomes demoralized. 
Many of its’ brightest young men and 
women finding their occupation gone for 
so long a time, seek other lines of employ- 
ment and will not again take up their in- 
terrupted work. 

We taat the legislature will take up this 
important matter and make adequate pro- 
vision for meeting the emergency. Very 
truly, D. F. ARTHUR, 
Principal Moultrie Academy.

FAMOUS DUEL RECALLED. 


How Young Wigfall Fell on the Field 
of Honor. 

Edgefield, S. C., -November 10.—Mr. James 
T. Bacon’s iecture on “Anecdotes and Re- 
miniscences of Early Edgertield,”’ delivered 
in the opera hcuse here a few days 12g0, 
was a masterpiece of pathos and humor, 
wit and merriment, incident and accident, 
romance and history. Among many others 
he told the following pathetic story of a 
once famous duel. so illustrative of old- 
time southern chivalry, and the consequent 
death blow mother’s heart. It is re- 
produced in his OWn simpie and eloquent 
words: 

In the year 1828 there was in the South 
Carolina college a beautiful, brave, noble, 
gentle youth from Edgefield, of barely 
eighteen years. His naire was Hampden 
Wigfall. The Wigfall family had then lived 
in Edgefield only four years. They were 
rich, Huguenot people of the parish of St. 
Thomas and St. Dennis, in Chraleston dis- 
trict, where they built an Episcopal church 
of brick, which is still standing, and around 
which they are buried. In 1820 oid Durand 
Wigfall bought a summer home in Edge- 
field, where he died in 1825. His widow, a 
gentle, shrinking and devotedly pious wo- 
man, was left with three sons and one 
daughter, Hampden being the eidest. This 
lady was the paternal grandmother of my 
sister. 

At college a misunderstanding arose be- 
tween Hampden Wigfal! and his intimate 
friend, young Cogsdale, of Charieston, an- 
other very noble young man, only nineteen 
years of age. The misunderstanding turned 
out to be only trivial, but the lie was pass- 
ed, and in those days of extremely strained 
chivalry and honor no reconciliation could 
be effected. The code duello then reigned 
in its most absolute and pitiless power. 
The man who was challenged to fight a duel 
and even wavered one second in accepting 
it was forever socially damned, branded, 
ostracized forever and ever. Young Wig- 
fall challenged young Cogsdaie to meet him 
in mortal combat. The boy of eighteen 
challenged the boy of nineteen, whom he 
loved and who loved him. 

They met with all the formalities—the 
seccrds, the doctors and the inevitable 
negro attendant—at Sand Bar ferry, near 
Augusta, before that and since, the most 
noted duelling ground in America. 
Wigfall, the widowed mother, and my old 
grandmother, who had aiso been a widow 
for two years, went to Augusta in Mrs. 
Wigfall’s carriage to be near the scene and 
await the result. The mother was more 
cead than alive and bordered on actual lIu- 
nacy. 

The duel was to take place at sundown 
of a summer day. At 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon, having sent their carriage on before 
to prevent suspicion, my grandmother and 
Mrs. Wigfall crept out of General Gias- 
cock’s house in Augusta, traveled down the 
South Carolina shore of the river on foot and 
hid themselves in a thick wood not two 
hundred yards from the scene of the duel. 
They could hear the sounds, but could see 
nothing. The carriage had been driven by 
my grandmother’s old coachman, “Uncle 
Watt,” and by his side, on the lofty old- 
fashioned dickey seat, sat Matilda, the ne- 
gto waiting maid. The carriage could not 
enter the wood. so it waited on the out- 
skirts, one hundred yards off. 

Hampden Wigfall fell at the first fire, 
killed instantly. The mother rushed fran- 
tically to the scene. The seconds and doc- 
tors were terribly surprised. Such a thing 
was unheard of 4g a woman near a duel. 
And when the mother threw herself upon 
the body of her child she threw herself aiso 
upon the body of his unhappy siaycr, for 
young Cogsdale. i away from his 
seconds, had rushed to the body, thrown 
himself prostrate upon the earth by it, 
wound his arms around it and wag sobbing

At least he did not thing there would 
be any appreciable loss to the association. 

All Georgia applauds the success of the 
Dixie Interstate fair. It proved a far bigger 
success than the public could contemplate, 
and was enjoyed for three weeks by the 
largest crowds that have ever assembled in 
Macon. It is-a natural desire, therefore, 
off the part of everybody that those who 
have sacrificed so much of time and labor 
should not be made to suffer financial loss. 

By tonight there will not be an exhibit 
to be seen on the fair grounds. The few 
that were not removed yesterday are being 
taken off today ang the most that now re- 
mains are parts of the county exhibits. The 
auction sale of vesterday is being continued 
today and much of the useless plunder is 
being disposed of at an advantage to the 
fair. 

Professor Zettiler’s Application. 

The application of Professor B. M. Zett- 
ler for the state school commissionership 
is being strongly supported by the most 
influential men of Macon and Bibb county, 
and he will go before Governor Atkinson 
with a very strong endorsement from his 
home county. His strength among the 
people, however, is not confined to his 
home friends. It. will mot be his course 
in presenting his claims for the office to 
solicit a volume of endorsements.

the curious find is that it has never before 
been urearthed in a field that has been ten- 
anted for more than twenty-five years.

In Mr, Johnson’s immediate vicinity there 
are several populists, and Mr. Johnson 
thinks, with others, that the populists took 
this means to avenge themselves. for their 
recent defeat. His loss is $2,000, without a 
cent of insurance.

He was 
stricken with paralysis for the second time 
two weeks ago, and it was this last attack 
that killed him. He was forty-nine years 
of age.

Gilmer County Can Punish Her Own 
Criminals With@at Federal Help. 
Ellijay, Ga., November 9.—(Special.)—The 
unadjourned term of Gilmer superior court 
is now in session, Judge George F. Gober 
presiding, this term being held for the pur. 
pose of trying the celebrated whitecap 
cases. Aiden Grice was convicted of whip- 
ping the Thurmonds. The other defendants 
in that case are now confined in Fulton 
county jail for conspiracy on an indictment 
in the United States court, and could not 
be tried. The case, however, that created 
the greatest interest was that against the 
Murray county whitecappers. Six were in- 
dicted for whipping William Nailor two 
years ago, and some of the most prominent 
citizens of the adjoining county of Murray 
were involved. Bill Dobbins was tried at 
the regular term of the court in October. 
John Wilson was put on trial yesterday and 
today the jury returned a verdict of guilty. 


Wilson was represented by Messrs. Jones 
and Martin, of Dalton: Hon. A. S. Clay, of 
Marietta, and the entire loeal bar. Solic- 


itor General George R. Brown 
the state. 

When the means and influence of the de- 
fendants and their friends are taken into 
consideration the conviction of Wilson is 
regarded as one of the greatest legal vic- 
tories in the history of Gilmer county, or, 
indeed, in this entire section. The defense 
left ho stone unturned to obtain an acquit- 
tal. Mr. Brown made the concluding argu- 
ment and his speech is being complimented 
by all. It was probably one of the closest, 
most masterful and powerful arguments 
ever delivered in this court. The convic- 
tion of the defendant is largely attributable 
to his able management of the case. Grice 
and Wilson were each sentenced to pay a 
fine of $1,000 or serve twelve montis in the 
chaingang. The law abicing people of this 
county were never more unanimous in their 
endorsement of Judge Gober’s official coa- 
duct than they are in his efforts to sup- 
press lawlessness of this character. A few 
more convictions and sentences of this sort 
will forever end whitecapping in north 
Georgia.

Mr. Holstein, of DeKalb, Kept His Money 
for That Period.

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EIGHTY SILVER DOLLARS DATED 1860. 


He Might Have Multiplied the Money 
Many Times if He Had Put It 
’ Out at Interest. 


Eighty bright, new-looking silver coliars 
were thrown upon: the counter of the re- 
ceiving teller of the Atlanta Trust and 
Banking Company yesterday, and connect- 
ed with those dollars’ there is an interest- 
ing story. 

Every dollar looked almost as new as if 
it had only lefi the mint an hour or two. 
The on!y appearance of age was in the 
dirty appearance of the rim of each coin. 
The sides were as new and bright as a new 
pin. 

Each dollar was stamped with the same 
date—1860—and had been kepi fresh looking 
for thirty-four ycars by the thrift and econ- 
omy of a DekKalt county farmer. For thir- 
ty-four years Mr. John Holstein, who lives 
near Stone Mountain, Kept tne money 
curely treasured up, never molesting nor 
moving it, and only this week did he resur- 
rect it and restore it to the channels of 
commerce, in which, although thirty-four 
years old, it had but btule circulation. 

Mr. Hoistein received the money thirty- 
four years ayo, each dollar fresh, glossy 
and glisténing just from the mint. It nad 
been coined wut a short time wnen he re- 
ceived it, and being of a very economical 
turn of mind, Mr. Holstein put the money 
away in a safe place wnere it would keep. 
Snugly ensconced, side by side, the cigary 
dollars were Kept hidden away through aii 
of the troublous period of the war, and 
were saved trom the wreck that followed. 

A few days ago Mr. Holstein took up 
the money, perhaps pressed by the previil- 
ing hard times, to pay amaturing obliga- 
tion. He brought the youthrul looking 
money to Atlanta and paid it to Mr. J. E. 
Hickey, the wagon man. Mr. Hickey de- 
posited it with the Atianta Trust and Bank- 
ing Company yesterday, and tue appearance 
of the old, new-looking imnoney, together 
with the telling of the story connected with 
it, aroused no smail degree of interest 
among the bank ofticials.

Something to Think About. 

The latest explanation that the cuckoo 
element has been able ‘to offer for the 
tremendous landslide that overwhelmed 
the democratic party last Tuesday, is 
the curious one that it is due to the 
attacks made on Mr. Cleveland and his 
policy by democratic newspapers. 

Under all the circumstances we think 
it would be difficult to invent or con- 
ceive a lamer explanation than this. It 
will not bear a moment’s investigation. 
In the states where the democratic con- 
gressmen stood close to Mr. Cleveland, 
and where they were prompted to re- 
pudiate the democratic platform at his 
dictation, the party has met its most 
overwhelming defeat. It is hardly nec- 
essary to call 'the attention of sensible 
men to the fact that in every state in 
the north and west where the demo- 
cratic congressmen allowed themselves 
to be coaxed or influenced into repudiat- 
ing the financial pledge of the Chicago 
platform, the wreck of the democratic 
party has been more disastrous and 
more complete than in those _ states 
where the democratic congressmen, or 
a portion of them, stood squarely by the 
platform. 

More than this, in all the states where 
the platforms of 1894 have exhibited a 
desire to straddle the silver question, as 
compared with the clear and unmistak- 
able ‘enunciations of the state plat- 
forms of 1892, there has been either a 
partial or a complete collapse of the 
democratic strength.

The republican ‘policy had 
left the treasury in an exposed position. 
[ts gold reserve was at the mercy of 
the money sharks and speculators, na- 
tive and foreign. Every eondition—the 
safety of the people, the prosperity of 
our business an@ manufacturing inter- 
ests, the honor and integrity of the par- 
ty—invited the democratic president to 
call the democratic congress in extra ses- 
sion and settle the financial question, 
and place our currency system on a safe 
and sound Basis by redeeming the

He had been silent, but busy. Having 
determined to repudiate in the most 
high-handed way the financial pledge of 
the platform on which he had been 
elected, Mr. Cleveland devoted himself 
to discovering how far he could depend 
on his personal influence and his control 
of federal patronage to induce the new- 
ly elected congressmen to join with him 
in his repudiation of the party's pledge. 
To this end the machinery of the party 
was employed, and the chairman of the 
national executive committee wrote let- 
ters to the democratic congressmen in- 
quiring how they stood on the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman law.

unconditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act. Is it to be 
wondered at that the intelligent voters 
of ‘the country were’ disgusted when 
they saw a democratic president not 
only anxious to repudiate a solemn 
pledge of the’ platform, but keen to 
adopt the republican policy that the 
democrats had voted down in the senate 
only a few weeks previous to his inaug- 
uration? Is it any wonder that honest 
democratic leaders and newspapers en- 
tered strong protests against such a 
suicidal course? Is it any wonder that 
the people of the country should take 
advantage of the first occasion that 
offered to rebuke the audacious gnd suc- 
cessful effort that has been made to 
tack a republican policy on a demo- 
critic pledge? Is it any wonder that 
the people have declared that if the re- 
publican financial policy is to be car- 
ried out it should be carried out by re- 
publicans? 

What is the resnlt? Of the congress- 
men who aided Mr. Cleveland to repu- 
diate the democratic financial pledge, 
95 per cent have been sacrificed to the 
righteous indignation of the people. Of 
the congressmen who refused to Become 
cuckoos, and who resisted all the influ- 
ence of power and patronage, 90 per 
cent have been endorsed and re-elected. 

The people, north. south, east and 
west, understand perfectly well the na- 
ture of the rebuke that has been admin- 
istered to the democratic administration.

I have answered these letters, giving 
as definite information as possible, and, 
as a result, one of my correspondents will 
reach Atlanta tomorrow for the ptrpose of 
looking over the field and locating here 
if conditions are favorable. I presume 
that numerous communications like the 
above are received by other citizens of 
Atlanta, and I beg to suggest that such 
inquiries are due more systematic treat- 
ment than it is possible for our business 
men to give them. Men who visit Atlanta 
for the purpose of investigating the indus- 
trial and social conditions of our city 
deserve better attention than private cit- 
izens feel called upon to devote to their 
entertainment. 

The Young Men’s Business leagues in 
the various cities and towns throughout 
the south are doing the most effective 
work that is now being accomplished in 
the interests of southern development. The 
explanation of this’is not difficult. The mem- 
bers of these leagues are men who te- 
long to the present day and generation— 
young, energetic and and brainy; not afraid 
of work and anxious to help themselves 
and to promote the welfare of their tuwns. 
When a hundred such men are bound 
together and devote their brains and ¢n- 
ergies to the accomplishment of an object 
they overpower obstacles and compel suc- 
cess. 

A dozen southern cities are blessed 
with organizations of this character, and 
the benefits are apparent to the most casu- 
al observer. The men who go or write to 
these cities for the purpose of inveszigating 
are taken in hand by the secretaries of 
these organizations ang given every oppor- 
tunity to secure the information they de- 
sire. They are presented to the business 
men and allowed to make the most search- 
ing inquiry into the methods and results of 
manufacturing enterprises already in op- 
eration. This is the .character of ,infor- 
mation that prospective investors want, 
and it is upon this point that they must be 
satisfactorily convinced before they will be- 
come colaborers with us in the development 
of the south. 

Atlanta should have such an organiza- 
tion and its active management should 
be in the hands of a wide-awake secretary, 
whose whole time should be given to the 
service of the association. His duties should 
be definitely outlined. He should devote 
his best energies to seeking out men who 
desire to locate in the south and engage 
them in correspondence. The purpose of 
this correspondenee should be to induce in- 
terested parties to visit the south. Earnest 
and business like“letters should be written 
with this end in view. Circulars and circu- 
lar letters should have no part in this 
work. A man who is worth having as a 
citizen will not be attracted by them. 
The keynote of the policy and work of this 
business league should be honesty. The all- 
important and never-to-be-forgotten motto 
must be ‘“‘tell the truth.” Every investor 
in southern properties whose money has 
been secured by misrepresentation or ex- 
aggeration becomes an enemy whose words 
will arrest the interests of other people 
and constitute an opposing force that it is 
well nigh impossible to overcome. I sug- 
gest the organization of a Young Men’s 
Business League in our city. Very truly 
yours.

I saw their votes 
openly peremane for Maddox with a 2% 
cent ticket to a barbecue just across the 
Street from the courthouse. I saw the 
keeper of the Floyd county poorhouse bring 
to the polls his inmates, who had never 
paid a tax or had brains enough to register, 
and vote them for Maddox with no protest 
from the managers. 

The majority for John W. Maddox in 
Floyd county was 1,200, the bulk of his ma-

I am no populist. 
their nomination for congress when my 


election was assured, simply because I 
could not endorse their demands. 

But they are entitled, as any other par- 
ty in Georgia is entitled to, an honest elec- 
tion. The man who denies it has not an 
element of honesty or a drop of patriotic 
blood in him. 

The danger that confronts the people of 
Georgia from corrupt elections is not imag- 
inary—it is immensely real. . 

I pray God for a spirit of independence 
in Georgia that will sweep from power 
political mountebanks who have disgraced 
the state. 

The Constitution has begun the fight for 
pure elections. Will it keep it up? No 
spasmodic effort will accomplish the re- 
form. The men who have controlled the 
machinery of the democratic party will 
not readily submit to the enactment of 
a law that will hurt them from power. 

You make a big demand when you ask 
the average officeholder to cut his own 
throat. 

Four years ago the rallying cry of the 
democracy was , ““‘Down with the infamous 
federal election laws!’ They were repeal- 
ed, but as sure as you and I live to the 
end of this century we will see them re- 
enacted with double power, if the states 
themselves do not purify their ballot boxes, 
I had rather a thousand times see the weak 
and strong alike surrounded by federal 
bayonets at the polis than the weak 
swindied and defrauded by the strong of 
the priceless rights of freemen. 

I speak eee? on this subject bécause 
I feel it, and I feel it the stronger because 
of what has been the shameless indiffer- 
ence of the democratic press of Georgia. 

Strike for an election law in Georgia that 
will guarantee not only a free vote, but an 
honest count—a law that will give to every 
parfy offering a candidate for office a 
manager at the polis—a law that will make 
every registrar ineligible to office and the 
list free at all times to public inspection.

BALLOT REFORM DEMANDED. 


Augusta Chronicle. Now that the smoke 
has cleared away from the battlefield of 
election day the cry that goes up from all 
over Georgia for fewer and purer elections 
is louder and more emphatic than ever. 
Ballot reform is the need of the hour. In 
most of the states of the union ballot re- 
form laws have been adopted, and Georgia, 
which claims to be the Empire State of 
the South, cannot afford to be a laggard 
in a great reform where she should lead. 
Where it is possible for ward heelers and 
election manipulators to control the popu- 
lar verdict at the poils, there can be no 
confidence in the result, even when it is 
entirely honest, and the only way to ob- 
tain relief from such: condition is to adopt 
a ballot system which places fraud out 
of the question, or at least reduces it toa 
minimum. The legislature now in session 
in Atlanta will disappoint the expectations 
of the people of Georgia if it does not 
provide a system of ballot reform for this 
state. The people are tired of the con- 
tinual charges of fraud which fill the air 
after each election. If there is ground for 
them it ought to be removed; if there is no 
fraud then nobody will be hurt by placing 
fraud out of the question, and there will 
be a distinct gain in respect for the verdict 
of the ballot box, and there will be no 
longer room for fraud to be charged. Geor- 
gia must have ballot reform, and the pres- 
ent legislature should meet the popular de- 
mand. 

Savannah Press: @he recent election in 
the tenth district has drawn out protests 
all over the state against the liberties taken 
with the ballot in Georgia. Both sides are 
to blame in this matter. The irregularities 
in Richmond county were not greater than 
those in Columbia county. One was car- 
ried for the democrats by 11,000, the other 
was carried for the populists by 1,10. The 
fraud in one is as flagrant as in the 
other. Democrats in Richmond excuse 
their methods by pointing to the flagrant 
sharp practices in the Watson counties. 
This is all wrong. Neither side can defend 
its methods. Both parties are to blame. 
While on this subject we may as well ac- 
knowledge that recent state and national 
elections in Chatham county have not been 
above reproach. There is no excuse for all 
this. Tampering with the ballot is a dan- 
gerous ctstom in Savannah or in Augusta. 
It is a two-edged sword. The people have. 
an interest in this. It should not be tol- 
erated. The general assembly should en- 
act a ballot reform law at this session 
and sweep from the state every vestige of 
fraud and corruption. This is more than a 
measure of party expediency; it is a ques- 
tion of public safety. 

Augusta Herald: The present legislature 
of Georgia has the opportunity of perform- 
ing a duty towards its state, the necessity 
of which is imperative. It is the framing 
and passage of an election law that will do 
away with the present methods of suffrage 
in this state. Take Tuesday's election for 
example: Two gentlemen in a county in 
the southern part of the state (the writer 
forgets the names) became engaged in a 
difficulty over a voter; both resorted to 
pistols; now both are dead. In Columbia 
county Mr. Hatcher, a clever man, lies 


dangerously ill as the result of a political | 


quarrel. Richmond, cur own county, furn- 
ishes the most striking example of what 
bitterness, unbridied, with no restrictions, 
can do at an election. Already two who 
engaged in the affray over a negro voter 
are dead. A good woman lies at death’s 
door from the shock of her husband's kill- 
ing. Two more are in a most critical con- 
dition, and above all the breach between 
citizens, friends and brothers is widened 
and bitterness has increased. Now that 
the legislature is in session let the members 
devise ways and means to avoid collisions 
‘at the polls. It t their business to provide 
for the welfare of the state, that’s what 
they are paid for, and nothing is more f{m- 
portant than this question of elections as 
has been demonstrated in the elections of 
the past two months.

SAYS SHE WAS VERY INDIGNANT

to an angry pose, and with a smile of in- 
Onite disgust curl her lip, said: 

“What have I/to say? What is there 
for me to say? # a lot of ignorant, preju- 
diced and narrow-minded men think I am 
not indignant aad hurt at having my name 
bandied about in connectlon with the im- 
modest and the immoral, then thcy don’t 


know me. 

“Oh, I am glad that such bigotry is not 
representative of the true sentiment of At- 
lanta. I know that Atlanta has reached a 
higher state of culture than to give en- 
dorsement to such arrant bigotry.” 

If Miss Lewis was not thoroughly Iindig- 
nant, then she is one of the best artists in 
the country. The rich blood mantled her 
cheeks—flamed there—and her eyes flashed— 
actually flashed—while her vigorous frame 
actually shook with feeling. It was Cleo- 
patra in a rage. 

Then Miss Lewis smiled. It was a pity- 
ing smile. 

“Atlanta has not taken this thing seri- 
ously,” she said, “I can see that it has 
been a joke from beginning to @id; but I 
want it emphatically understood that I do 
not want to be set up as the mark for such 
a public joke as this has been. Advertis- 
ing is a good thing--it has been suggested 
that I did this for advertising sake—but at 
the expense of modesty and womanhood it 
is too costly to be desired. 

‘“‘A joke has been made of it all the way 
through. The people have not taken it as 
they would if any real offense against 
modesty and propriety had been committed. 
They have regarded it as a splerdid thing 
to get amusement and pastime out of. I 
would thank the newspaper menwho acted 
as witnesses in the case for their good 
judgment and fairness, if I thought such 
an act of common fairness and common 
sense deserved thanks. 

“Now, as to the picture: It is not im- 
modest. It is an exact reproduction of 
Gerome’s famous painting. It has been 
exhibited before cultured people in all the 
civilized world. The picture is not mine at 
all. It is a wood cut and made by a pro- 
cess which produces exact facsimiles. Even 
the feet—the big feet that some one ob- 
jected to—are from the original. 

“A night shirt, indeed! Whoever heard 
of such ignorance as that which presumes 
co call the garment worn by Antony in 
that picture-a night shirt? It is a sarment 
similar to those worn by all of Antony's 
fellow countrymen in that day.- It was not 
a toga, but it is distinctively a Roman gar- 
ment, and everybody who knows anything 
about it knows that to be a fact. As to 
the picture’s immorality, if it has been 
wrong or offensive I could never have had 
it published by the firm by which it was 
gotten out. It was gotten out by the fore- 
most firm in that line of work in the coun- 
try—a legitimate firm, and if the Atlanta 
court had not dismissed the case as being 
groundless that firm would have taken hold 
of it and put it before the highest au- 
thorities in the world, rather than have 
the shadow of doing offensive work rest 
against them.” 

Miss Lewis has an entirely new and 
original conception of the dark Egyptian. 
She intersperses her production with a 
dance, which she says is entirely in keep- 
ing with Cleopatra’s character. “Cileo- 
patra would have done it,’’ says Miss Lew- 
is. “Then Cleopatra was not dark, as is 
commonly supposed. She was half Greek, 
and fair with golden hair.

UNCLE SAM’S STAMP. 


President Collier Writes to the Postmaster 
General About_It. 


WANTS IT FOR THE EXPOSITION 


The Committee on Concessions Very Busy 
Examining Applications for Privi- 
leges on the Grounds 


With or without the stamp of the gov- 
ernment the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition will be one of the big- 
gest expositions ever given in this country. 

Under the provisions of the act by which 
a government appropriation was made to 
the exposition it is entitled to the use of 
the government stamp. The stamp of the 
government was used by the World’s Co- 
lumbian exposition, which was a govern- 
ment exposition. In a sense, the  At- 
lanta exposition will be, and because of 
this President Collier has written to Post- 
_master General Bissell requesting him to 
issue a stamp for the use of the exposi- 


tion. The letter is as folHows: 
“Hon. W. S&S. Bissell, Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Washington, D. C.—Dear Sir: As 


you are aware, the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition is a national and in- 
ternational fair, to which the United States 
government is givmg a very hearty sup- 
port, and we helieve we will have your

Now York Does Not Follow Liverpool in 


Its Break of Yesterday. 
SPOTS AND FU TURES CLOSED UNCHANGED 


Stocks Resume the Upward Movement and 
Close Strong at About the Highest. 
Chicago Speculetives Are All Higoer.

That is the record for spot cotton at the 
Places named. 


The Liverpool market for both spots and 
futures was discouraging yesterday, but 
the New York market for future delivery 
did not respond fully, though prices ranged 
lower than on Thursday. 


In Liverpool spots opened with a fair bus- 
iness doing at unchanged prices, with sales 
of 10,000 bales, but the second cable quoted 
a reduction of 1-32d, though no additional 
gales were reported. Midling uplands were 
quoted at 31-32d on the close. 


The arrival market on the other side 
closed quiet, though 2% to 3 points lower 
than the close of Thursday. 


The market for contracts in New York is 
@ surprise to the trade. The close there is 
from 1% points lower to 1 point higher, 
which shows that there must have been in- 
vestment buying at current low prices, as a 
response to Liverpool's decline would have 
amounted to about 7 to 9 points decline on 
this side. 


The proportions of the present crop seem 
now to be known to be a large one, and the 
interested people are under the impression 
that a permanent advance rests with the 
producer, which means that the present 
crop is selling at about as high as the con- 
sumer is willing to pay, and that only a 
considerably curtailed acreage next year 
will make an advancé adequate to the cost 
of production. 


The stock market yesterday showed signs 
of life and the active list made a good ad- 
vance..It is not attributed to improved 
business conditions, though, but’ to a ru- 
mored issue of bonds by the government. 
There was a better outside demand early, 
but the late trading was stimulated by the 
above mentioned rumor. The net gains 
were 14 to 23g per cent, Sugar leading. 


In Chicago all the speculative articles 
were higher, wheat showing an advance of 
1c, corn 4% to %¢c, oats 4¢c, pork 5 to 7c, 
lard 7iec and ribs a shade higher.

New York, Novanber 9.—Today's record 
at the stock cxchange skows total trans- 
actions in stocks to be 285,000 shares, and in 
mortgages $2,652,000, the largest day’s busi- 
ness for months past. The increase in the 
trading was the result cf a better outside 
demand, which was seized upon by the pro- 
fessional operators arrayed on the long 
side of the account to force their opponents 
to cover. 

Having outside co-operation they hod no 
difficulty in e¢stablishing prices right 
through the list. It needs no prophet to 
predict a still higher range of the public in- 
terest if today’s speculation is continued 
for a little while. longer, as the short inter- 
est is of heavy proportions, particularly in 
the Grangers, Coalers and Manhattan, A 
rumor of a new government bond issue 
stimulated the upward movement in the 
lete trading. An issue at’ this time would 
not only be welcomed by home financiers 
generally, but would have a good effect 
abroad, and put an end to the talk about 
gold exports. The improvement in prices 
ranged from \% to 35 per cent in American 
Sugar, Jersey Central, the Grangers, West- 
ern Union, Louisville and Nashville, Lacka- 
wanna, General Electric, Lead, Missouri 
Pacific and Chicago Gas. There were reac- 
tions at intervals, but each recession simply 
served to bring in fresh buying orders and 
prices gradually moved up to a higher level. 
The closing was strong at about the highest 
figures of the day. Net gains were 14 to 24s 
per cent, Sugar leading.

New York, November 9.—Cotton declined 
2 to 5 points, November showing the most 
strength.

New Orleans re- 
ceipts tomorrow are estimated at 17,000 to 
18,000, against 16,484 on the same day last 
week and 9,844 last year. Killing frost was 
reported at Little Rock. The weather was 
colder in Arkansas, Texas, Tennessee and 
Mississippi. The decline in New York was 
due, to lower prices at Liverpool and at thé

Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, November 9.—Summary Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton’ letter: The 
weakness in the Liverpool market today 


‘was attributed to a large failure in Havre, 


though nothing more than the unfavorable. 
factors which already exist was needed to 
depress values. English spinners, who have 
been a support to prices for the last two 
months, appear to have withdrawn from 
the market, and our advices from Manches- 
ter now state that trade there is very un- 
satisfactory, and short time is being resort- 
ed to as a means of curtailing the produc- 
tion of yarn. The feeling in the market 
here is one of extreme conservatism, and 
although attention is being called to the 
probable great reduction in acreage next 
season, such an idea is not received fa- 
vorably, as it is said to be too distant to 
influence the immediate future.

The Cotton Seed Situation. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter says 
that this year more than ever before, the 
price of cotton seed has been governed by 
the market value of the products. These 
have steadily declined, and the planter has 
been obliged to accept lower prices. 

At the beginning of the season the pro- 
duct produced was of an inferior quality, a 
fact which. tended to depress values. This, 
together with relatively lower prices for 
other greases, a demand below the normal, 
the constant pressure upon quotations, the 
knowledge that the cotton crop of the pres- 
ent season would be large and the threaten- 
ed increase in the crushing capacity also 
contributed to the same end. Foreign buy- 
ers have held off and constantly lowered the 
limit of their bids. The outlook for the fu- 
ture is: not assuring. The beiief is that 
prices must go still lower before the de- 
mand can be stimulated into activity. For- 
eign buyers are constantly reducing their 
bids. 


Rtce Market Active and More Settled. 
Foreign and Domestice News Company, 

New York. 

The rice market continues active, except 
in domestic, consumption of which is lmit- 
ed to local and nearby points. Advices from 
the south note enlerging receipts of rough 
at milling centers, planters evidently hav- 
ing become convinced that there is ag much 
danger in holding back too long as in at- 
tempting to market too fast. 

Tenor of returns is about as previously 
noted in the matter of light yield per acre, 
and turnout at the pounder. Foreign styles 
are moving with former freedom to all 
points west, and no inconsiderable quantity 
southward to markets closely adjacent to 
milling centers.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 

Chicago, November 9.—The wheat market 
orened active with prices at a fair advance, 
and as a result offerings were quite liberal. 
Commission houses had good absorbing or- 
ders and the market gradually advanced 
further. Foreign advices continue firm and 
higher, proving quite a factor in this mar- 
ket today. Indications point to a decided 
disposition in Liverpool to manipulate that 
market, owing to the light stocks. A pri- 
vate cable states that stocks of wheat and 
flour in Europe and afloat today are 25,0U0,0U0U0 
bushels—10,000,000 less than a year ago. 
Eastern advices report good buying orders 
at New York for London account, forty 
boatloads being taken at the seaboard for 
export. It is also reported that there were 
heavy purchases for continental account 
with a reiteration of the report that China 
and Japan are buying flour trom millers on 
the Pacific coast on the theory that flour is 
cheaper than rice. But, with 25,000,000 bush- 
els short in Europe and afloat and the ex- 
ceedingly small stocks of flour in the hands 
of wholesale and retail grocers, if taken 
from the visible supply of this country, 
wculd make the stocks in sight look very 
small to the man who has wheat sold 
around 55 cents per bushel. Owing to in- 
complete returns of feeding operatives the 
government report tomorrow, it is rumored, 
will not treat or this question. 

The market on corn was fairly firm at the 
opening. Commission houses, however, had 
good selling orders, and with very little de- 
mand, mainly from scalpers, prices suffered 
a loss of 144c.

A Matter of Policy. 


Following the arrest of H. If. Tucker, 
charged with cheating and swindling, cases 
were made yesterday against J. L. Adams 
and W. M. Pharr, president and secretary 
of the Globe Co-operative Fire Association, 
for doing business without license.

The convention of trainmen will meet in

: brotherhood is to get the delegates to come 
to Atlanta in a body after adjournment. 

' The brotherhood of trainmen is one of 
the largest and most successful of the 
great railroad labor organizations, and 
they have a membership in the United 
States of something like thirty-five thovu- 
sand, and if the delegates to the conven- 
tion can be persuaded to come to Atlanta 
a iarge part of their entire membership 
would come with them as visitors, which 
would mean @ great deal to Atlanta and the 
exposition. 

At the world’s fair a special trainmen’s 
day was set aside and thousands of them 
were in attendance, and they would be glad 
to have a similar opportunity to visit the 
Cotton States and International. 

The rational convention of trainmen is 
composed of about six hundred delegates, 
and should they and their families decide 
to come south it would draw an immense 
crowd of railroad men from all over the 
country. 

The Brotherhood of Trainmen is one of 
the most conservative of the railroad or- 
ganizations and its members are a class 
noted for their generosity and freedom, 
and they would spend an immense gum of 
money while in Atianta and the south. 

The Atlanta division of the brother- 
hood is very enthusiastic on the subject, 
and they have already gone te work and 
will bend .evearyv effort to ‘bring their 
brothers to the Gate City, and. will doubt- 
less succeed, as the trainmen are known 
as hustlers. Mr. Frank G. Cook, secretary 
of the local division of the brotherhood, 
Was seen yesterday, and, in response to a 
question, stated that it was true that his 
division would endeavor to bring the 
national trainmen to Atlanta next year, 
and, in addition to that, that they were 
also going to make efforts to have the 
next national convention meet here in 1897. 

‘The brotherhood holds biennial sessions 
and the next session has been booked for 
Galesburg, Ill., the headquarters of the 
organization. The members have never 
held a convention in the south and Mr. 
Cook was confident that his southern 
brethren would be able to pull the con- 
vention to Atlanta in °97, which will add 
one more notch to Atlanta’s fame as a 
convention city. 

These annual and biennial conventions of 
the great organizations are of advantage 
and profit to the cities where they meet 
and there is always great competition 
among the different places desiring the 
conventions, Lut Atlanta is rapidly he com- 
ing the foremost convention city of the 
country and will experience little diffi- 
culty in securing the trainmen for 1987. 

Committees will be appointed by the

Mr. Lawshe came to Atlanta 
in 1849, at a time when the city was dis- 
turbed by lawless characters, and his in- 
fluence at that critical period was one of 
the strongest agencies in restoring peace 


and tranquillity. 

For nearly three years Mrs. Lawshe had 
been in declining health. A painful acci- 
dent was the cause of this decline, and 
she continued to be a patient sufferer, al- 
though at times she seemed to improve 
and to partially regain her health. 

For nearly four months prior to her 
death she was unable to leave her bed, but 
during this time she received from those 
about her the care of kind and affectionate 
nursing and from her skillful physician the 
very best medical attention. 

Early yesterday morning it became evi- 
dent to those about her that her sands of 
life were running low and that her gentle 
spirit was preparing to take its eternal 
flight. Surrounded by the members of her 
household, she calmly fell asleep yesterday 
afternoon and her stainless soul found 
peace and happiness among the angels. 

The maiden name of Mrs. Lawshe was 
Miss Sarah W. Feck. She was the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Willis W. Peck, formerly 
of Lincolnton, N. C.., but who moved to 
this city in 1850, she being only fifteen years 
of age at the time of her coming to Atlanta. 
Here she met for the first time Mr. Er Law- 
she. An intimate acquaintance sprang up 
between them and on the 8th of August, 
1854, they were marriea. For more than 
forty years they lived together in the 
peaceful enjoyment of an ideal wedded life, 
and their home circle at one time presented 
a beautiful illustration of a happy, Chris- 
tian household. 

Mrs. Lawshe reached her last birthday 
on the 24th of October. At the time of 
her death she was fifty-nine years old. 

Five children were born ‘to her, four of 
whom are still living. The surviving chil- 
dren are Dr. John Z. Lawshe, Mrs. Eugene 
Hardeman, Margaret M. and Er Lawshe, 
Jr. Mr. William Lawshe, her second son, 
died about three* yearg ago. 

Mrs. Lawshe was a woman of deep piety, 
having joined the Methodist church at 
Lincolnton, N. C., during her early girl- 
hood. Removing to Atlanta, she trans- 
ferred her membership to the First Metho- 
dist church, which, at that time, was known 
as Wesley chapel.
